And  whereas  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interests 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver  that  all  lands  on  which 
taxes  are  in  arrears  as  aforesaid  should  be  sold  at 
public  auction,  unless  the  taxes  due  thereon  are  sooner 
paid  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council, 
in  open  meeting  assembled,  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  the  Collector  of  taxes  shall  submit  to  the 
Mayor  a list,  in  duplicate,  of  all  taxes  on  lands  in  his 
books  liable  under  the  provisions  of  the  “Vancouver 
Incorporation  Act,  1886, ” and  amendments  thereto, 
to  be  sold  for  taxes  due  before  the  6th  day  of  August, 
1892,  with  the  amount  of  arrears  against  each  lot  set 
opposite  to  the  same,  and  the  Mayor  shall  authenticate 
such  list  by  affixing  thereto  the  seal  of  the  Corporation

15.  That  if  the  purchaser  of  any  parcel  of  land  fails 
immediately  to  pay  to  the  said  City  Treasurer  on 
account  of  said  purchase  the  amount  claimed  for 
arrears  of  taxes  and  charges,  or  such  lesser  sum  as  he 
may  have  purchased  for,  the  said  City  Treasurer  shall 
forthwith  again  put  up  the  property  for  sale. 

16.  That  any  land  which  may  hereafter  be  sold  for 
non-payment  of  arrears  of  taxes  may  at  any  time 
within  one  year  from  the  day  on  which  the  certificate 
mentioned  in  section  thirteen  hereof,  or  before  the 
delivery  to  the  tax  purchaser  of  the  conveyance 
thereof,  be  redeemed  by  paying  or  tendering  to  the

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  “Rich- 
mond Revenue  By-Law,  1893”  (hereinafter 
called  “the  said  by-law”): 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond  as 
follows  : — 

1.  From  the  date  of  the  passing  hereof  the  rate 
specified  in  section  3 of  the  said  by-law  to  be  levied 
shall  hereby  be  fixed  at  four-tenths  of  one  per  cent., 
instead  of  three-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  as  heretofore. 

2.  Section  9 of  the  said  by-law  shall  be  amended  by 
providing  that  a license  fee  of  ten  dollars  for  every 
six  months  or  part  thereof  shall  be  collected  from 
hawkers  or  pedlers,  under  section  18  of  the  “ Munici- 
pal Act  Amendment  Act,  1894,”  and  any  person  who 
shall  sell  or  expose  goods,  or  carry  on  any  business  in 
or  about  any  movable  stall  or  booth,  shall  for  the  pur- 
poses hereof  be  constituted  a hawker  or  pedler,  within 
the  meaning  of  section  18  of  the  Act  last  herein  re] 
ferred  to. 

3.  The  production  of  any  license  shall  be  the  only 
evidence  of  the  granting  thereof.
